DOT CASH ON B06US 
PAPER 


Trail of Swindler Leads From Sa­ 
vannah, Ga., and It Seems He 
Left Many at Each Place 
to Mourn His Visit. 


Several of Scdalla’s most conserva­ 
tive and careful business men have 
been 
duped 
by 
a smooth tongued 


stranger, wk} succeeded, during the 
recent holiday rush, in victimizing 
them on bogus drafts 
to the total 
amount of about $200 in merchandise 
and collateral. 


The stranger styled himself J. H. 
Moore, and claimed to be, at some of 
the places he worked his graft, a rail­ 
road man who had met with an acci­ 
dent, and that he had just received a 
draft from the United States Health 
and Accident company, of Saginaw, 
Mich. 
He presented 
bogus 
drafts, 
which appeared genuine, so much so 
that even the local agent of the com­ 
pany believed them to be all right 
until the latter p^art of the week, when 
they were returned from Saginaw, 
having been protested by the company 
officials. 
From what has been learned since 
it seems that Moore was for several 
months past employed as a brakeman 
on the Pere Marquette railway in 
Michigan and that he was injured. 
He carried insurance in the company 
mentioned anu w a^ paid for the in­ 
jury received, and the local victims 
of his ruse are of the opinion that he 
took the ‘draft issued from the com­ 
pany and had a 
photo 
engraving 
made of it from which he duplicated 
drafts in whatever quantity he might 
desire. 
After Ute return 
of 
the 
several 
drafts cashed here an investigation 
disclosed that Moore, or whatever his 
name may be, had worked the same 
game since October 30, when he start­ 
ed circulating the bogus paper at Sa­ 
vannah, Ga., and 
from 
that 
place 
worked north. 
He was lucky in vic­ 
timizing most every one he attempted 
to have dealings with. 
Hannibal, St 
Joseph, Nevada, Fort Scott, Kas., and 
several other cities are said to have 
been "w’orked” also by him, and that 
he has eluded the officers thus far is 
a w’onder. 
After securing a number of articles, 
including a suit case, toilet set, cloth­ 
ing and other things in this city, he 
expressed them to Kansas City by 
Wells-Fargo express, consigning them 
to Mrs. J. H. Moore. He secured from 
the express company’s local offices 
travelers* checks in the sum of $70 
while here, in exchange for w’hat is 
supposed to have been a part of the 
money he secured by his swindle, and 
is thought to have left Sedalia De­ 
cember 22, atter 
spending 
several 
days in the city. 
According to a report all of the 
various agents of the insurance com­ 
pany have been notified to p a re n t 
his further operations if possible, and 
the local victims of the stranger be­ 
lieve that his apprehension is near. 
as the officers are making a strenuous 
effort to bring about his capture.

foreign policy, which very often was

trous were the effects of this. Much 
more recently we 
have 
reason to 
lemember with 
sorrow 
and regret 
tile events of 
1870, which proved 
how fatal it is to a nation to give a 
•'ingle individual the power to lead 
it into disaster. The strongest of all 
reasons which led up to the birth of 
a French republic, and which makes 
♦he people remain loyal to it today, 
.s the confident belief that we are 
masters of our owrn destinies. 
“Therefore it 
has surprised me, 
and a good 
many 
French 
people 
with me, to have discovered how a 
number of men who are 
neither of 
loyal nor imperial blood have mys­ 
teriously decided the course of our 
foreign politics and 
repeatedly led 
us to the brink 
of war to satisfy 
their own ambitions.

part of it, but this long established 
belief was given the death blow only 
recently by a pleasure party of Amer 
icans long lesident in the country 
who visited the southern end of the 
lake and discovered fish. 
So it remains for members of the 
German expelition to arrive at the 
causes which undoubtedly must be 
due to varying conditions of chemi­ 
cal composition of the w ater that 
make it possible for fish to live in 
certain sections of the lake and not 
in others; and, in short, to find out 
everything about this strange body 
of water from scientific standpoints 
that is worth knowing. 
In order the better to facilitate its 
operations the expedition has char­ 
tered a little steam vessel for the 
space of three months with the pro­ 
viso that at the option of Dr. DruhJ 
the lease may be extended for an in­ 
definite period. 
W hat ultimate political or commer­ 
cial motives, if any, underlie the sur­ 
face of the enterprise time o n ly can 
show. 
This is by no means the first at­ 
tempt made to explore the Dead sea 
region. 
Indeed, the honor of priority 
in this direction belongs to the dough­ 
ty Lieutenant W. F. Lynch, of the 
American navy, who, as early as the 
year 1848, spent considerable time in 
research and exploration of that re­ 
gion at the expense of the American 
government and a t great risk to his 
person, for in those days facilities for 
travel were of the crudest and people 
did not know how to guard against 
the ravages of malaria, to say nothing 
of the predatory marauding Bedouin, 
now under effectual control of the 
Turks, hut who were then a lot of 
lawless, * aggressive hands. 
Despite all these hardships aud dif­ 
ficulties, Lieutenant Lynch was fairly 
successful in taking m easurements as 
well as soundings of different parts of 
the lake. 
To him, moreover, belongs 
the credit of being the first man to 
travel in a little boat from the Sea 
of Galilee down the River Jordan to 
the Dead sea. 
According to the lieutenant's narra­ 
tive, the lake measures some forty- 
six miles from north to south and 
from six to twelve miles east and 
west. 
Its total surface 
area 
was 
therefore computed to he 25 square 
miles. 
Its gO^eatest depth was 1,300 
feet at its northern end. and its shal­ 
lowest p art being at its southern ex­ 
tremity, varies from 5 to 15 feet only. 
Indeed, so distinct were its deep 
and its shallow portions that Lieuten­ 


ant Lynch described its bottom as 
consisting of two submerged plains, 
an elevated one at its southern* half 
averaging thirteen and a depressed 
me at its northern 
t*nd 
averaging 
thirteen hundred feet beneath the sur­ 
face. 


The lake’s depression 
below 
sea 
level is 1,312 feet and a tropical cli­ 
mate makes its temperature almost 
unbearable diring certain seasons of 
the year.-

Dr. Leonard Hill, who has just com­ 
pleted a series of remarkable expert 
ments at tho London hospital, con­ 
tends that still air in hot rooms can 
not be kept pure, no m atter what the 
system of ventilation is. 
• Dr. Hill is a lecturer on physiology 
at the London hospital and for some 
time he has devoted himself to the 
study of the effect of subterranean 
work on human beings. 
His work 
emphasized the danger of bringing 
I divers out of the water too quickly 


j and his suggestions have done much 
to make their calling less hazardous. 
As the result of his most recent ex­ 
periments Dr. Hill contends that ven­ 
tilation is not a question of the chem­ 
ical purity of the air, but that the 
evils of illy ventilated rooms arise 
almost entirely from their excessive 
heat and humidity or their excessive 
dryness and to a certain extent from 
the offensive smell. 
The ideal tem perature for r. room 
in which a number of people are gath­ 
ered is from 57 to 60 degrees, he says. 
According to the rules of the home 
office only I to 2 per thousand of car­ 
bonic acid should be allowed in a 
room, but Dr. Hill states that 20 to 
30 parts per thousand will do no harm 
if the air is kept cool. 
The experiments took place in a 
chancer eight feet high and four and 
one-half feet square. 
In this small 
space Dr. Hill crammed eight healthy 
medical students and sealed them in. 
They remained there half au hour 
until the chamber contained •* to 5 
per cent of carbonic acid and lo per 
cent of oxygen 
The tem perature rose 
to 85 degrees and as the air became 
saturated witn moisture th& students 
became intensely hot and uncomfort­ 
able. 
When they 
were 
examined 
their pulse showed an acceleration 
beyond what would be normally ex­ 
perienced in a cool place. The doctor 
then set a number of electric fans in 
the top of the chamber in motion. 
The students in a short time were 
able to endure the heat and even to 
work in comparative comfort in spite 
of the close confinement and the high 
percentage of carbonic acid lr the 
air. 
This was because the air at 85 
degrees was cooler than the bodies of 
the subjects and while in brisk motion 
it was sufficient to make them quite 
comfortable. 
Dr. Hill in bls lecture on the re­ 
sult of the experiments declared that 
the age of heating houses and trains 
in winter was coddling the race and 
tending to break down the natural de­ 
fensive mechrnism of the body, ren­ 
dering it thereby more liable to ill­ 
ness. He said: 
“Cold air makes us more active to 
warm ourselves, makes us do more 
breathing and gives us a better appe­ 
tite. The system is toned up and we 
take in more food and oxygen.

The story is told in the socialist 
journal, “Humanite,” by Dr. Longuet, 
the nephew* and executor of Lafargtie. 
For years it had been supposed, that 
the socialist was a very wealthy man, 
and he was also credited with being 
more or less a miser. 
The very op­ 
posite was the truth. 
Lefargue and 
his wife were almost penniless at 
their death. 
They left, behind a for­ 
tune of less than $100. 
What they did is an astounding 
revelation of rome of the world theor­ 
ies of socialism. 
Ten years ago Le- 
fargue was well to do, but ha was 
OO years of age, and he decided that 
ten years allegri his life would not be 
worth 
living. 
Husband 
and.

agreed that at 70 their existence must 
come to an end. 
I^afargue therefore divided his for­ 
tune into ten parts, one part of which 
was to be spent each year He declared 
that ten years of life in plenty, free 
from all pecuniary cares, was pre­ 
ferable to a longer life with more 
economy and with possibly nilling 
health and strength at the end.

Longuet points out that this resolu­ 
tion was arrived at when Lafargue 
was in possession of health and vigor. 
So Lafargue spent his fortune de­ 
liberately, almost to the last penny, 
mortgaging his estate as he w'ent 
along. 
And when it was gone he 
carried out his original plan; he and 
his wife injected the poison wli'ch he 
himself had made for the purpose.

If I had the command of money 
I should have obtained the evidence 
of the highest medical witnesses to 
show that it was a great deal more 
probable that the deceased inflicted 
the injuries herself. 
“If the deceased inflicted the wound

than that she should have felt faint 
afterwards, and thus left the weapon 
embedded in her body, whereas had 
my son slain, in madness or passion 
the object of n*s affections, surely the 
motives which caused him to deliver 
the blow would have made him retain 
hold of his weapon, and not leave it 
in the victim’s breast.
